THE ELECTION LAW. 


Extracts from Chap. XXIV of the Code of K- 
na, and the Amendments thereto, . 


Src. 1. Tuere shall be held throughout the 
Territory, on the first Wednesday in June of 
each year, an election for members of the 
Legislative Assembly, and such officers 
as may be required by law to be-chosen at 
such election, to be called the general elec- 
tion: Provided that members of the Legis- 
lative Council shall be elected for two years. 


Of the Disabilities and Qualifications of Electors. 


Src. 6. Every white male citizen of the 
United States, and every white male citizen 
of Mexico, who shall have elected to become a 
citizen of the United States under the treaty 
of peace exchanged and ratified at: Quintera 
on the 30th day of May, 1848, and the Gads- 
den treaty of 1854, of the age of twenty-ohe 
years, who shall have been a resident of the 
Territory six months next preceding the elec- 
tion, and the county or precinct in which he 
claims his vote ten days, shall be entitled to 
vote at all elections which are now, or here- 
after may be, authorized by law. 

Sec. 7. For the purpose of voting, no per- 
son shall be deemed to have gained or lost a 
residence by reason of his presence or absence 
in the service of the United States ; nor while 
engaged in the ‘navigation of the waters of 
this Territory, or of the United States, or of 
the high seas; nor while a student of any 
seminary of learning; nor while kept at any 
alinshouse or other asylum; nor while con- 
fined in any public prison. 

Sec. 8. No idiot or insane person, or person 
convicted of any infamous crime, shall be en- 
titled to the privileges of an elector. Acrime 
shall be deemed infamous which is punishable 
by death, or by imprisonment in the State 
Prison. 

Sec. 9. Absence from this Territory on bu- 
siness of the Territory, or of the Cuited 
States, shall not affect the question of resi- 
dence of any person. 

Of the place of holding Elections. 


Sec. 10. The election shall be held in each 
precinct established by law, pruzided that any 
precinct containing over four hundred voters 
may be divided by the board of county com- 
missioners, and an election held in cach. 

Of Inspectors, Judges and Clerks. 

Sec. 11. The Justice of the peace in each 
precmct, and two qualified electors of such 
precinct, shall constitute a board of judges of 
election.* The justice shall be chairman of the 
board, if present; if not, the board shall ap- 
point a chairman from their own number, who 
shall have power to fill any vacancy that may 
occur in satd board. 

Sec. 12. It shall be the duty of each inspec- 
tor to be at the place where the polls are to 
be opened, in the precinct for which he is ap- 
pointed, from eight o'clock in the morning 
until sunset, on the day of the election. 
Should such inspector not appear at eight 
o’clock in the morning, the electors present 
at the place where the polls are to be opened 
may appoint an inspector for the precinct. ` 

Sec, 13. The board of inspectors for each 
precinct shall, before the time of opening the 
polls, appoint two suitable persons to act as 
clerks. ° 

Sec. 14. Before any election shall be open- 
ed the inspector, judges, and clerks shall each 
before any officer authorized to administer 
oaths, take an oath that he will faithfully 
and impartially discharge the duties assigned 
him by law. If there is no person present 
authorized to administer oaths, the inspector 

shall administer the same to the judges and 
clerks, and one of the judges shall then ad- 
minister the oath to the inspector. 

Of opening the Polls. 


Sec. 15. At all elections the polls shall be 
opened at eight o’clock in the morning, and 


be prociaimed aloud at the place of voting 
that the polls are opened. 
Of Voting. 
Sec. 17. The voting shall be by ballot. The 
ballot shall be a paper ticket containing the 
names of tke persons for whom the elector 


intends to vote, and designating the office to, 
which each person so named is intended by | 
{ 


him to be chosen. 


Sec. 18. Whenever any person offers to county recorder shall proceed to estimate the 


vote, the inspector shall pronounce his name 
in an audible voice, and if there be no objec- 
tion to the qualification uf such person as an 
elector, shall receive his ballot, and in the 
presence of the other judge-, put the same, 
without being opened or examined, into the 
ballot box. 

Sec. 19. The name of each elector whose 
ballot lias been thus jeceived, shall be imme- 
diately entered by each clerk in the colamn 
of his poll list, headed “names of voters,” 
numbering each name in the additional col-

Of Challenges. 


Sec. 20. Any person offering to vote may | seal of his office.

know or suspect not to be duly qualified as 
an elector. 

When any person offering to vote 
is challenged, it shall be the duty of the board 
of judges to declare to him the qualifications 
ofan elector. 

Sec. 22. If such person shall still insist that 
he is entitled to vote, and the challenge shall 
not be withdrawn, the board of judges, in 
their discretion, may administer an oath or 
affirmation to the voter: You do swear (or 
affirm) that you will support the constitution 
of the United States and the laws of this Ter- 
ritory ; that you will true faith and allegiance 
bear to the same, and defend them against 
all enemies-whatsoever; that you are a citi-

If the vote of any person be chal- 
lenged on the ground that he has.been con- 
victed of a infamous crime, or disfranchised 
by any court of competent jurisdiction, he 
shall not be required to answer any questions, 
respecting such alleged conviction; and in 
the. absence of any authenticated record of 
such facts, it may be competent for two disin- 
terested witnesses upon oath to prove the 
same. - 

Sec. 25. When the polls are closed, procla- 
mation thereof shall be made at the place of 
voting, and no vote shali be afterwards re- 
ceived. 

Of Counting and Receiving Votes. 

Sec. 26. As soon as the polls are closed on 
the afterpoon of the day of election, the judges 
shall open the ballot box and commence 
counting the votes, and in no case shall the 
ballot box be removed from the room in 
which any election may be held, untill all the 
ballots are counted; the counting of the ballots 
shall in all cases be public. The ballots shall 
be taken out carefully, one by one, by the 
chairman or one of the judges, Who shall open 
them, and read aloud the name of each per- 
son contained therein, and the office for 
which every such person is voted for. Each 
clerk shal! write down each office to be filled 
and the name of each person voted for such 
office, and shall keep the number of votes by 
tallies, as they are read aloud by the chair- 
man or judge. The counting of the votes 
shall be continued without adjournment un- 
till all are counted. 

Sec. 27. If two tickets are folded together, 
they shall both be rejected ; and if more per- 
sons are designated on any ticket for any office 
than are to be elected for such office, such 
part of the ticket shall not be counted for 
any of them; but no ticket shall be Just for 
want of form, if the board of judges can deter- 
mine to their satisfaction the person voted 
for and the office intended. 

Declaring the Result of Electrons. 


Sec. 28. As soon as all the votes are read 
off and counted, a certificate shall be drawn 
up on each of the papers containing the poll- 
list and tallies, or attached thereto, stating 
the number of votes each person voted for 
has received, and designating the office to fill 
which he was voted for, which number shall 
be written in words at full length. Each cer- 
tificate shall be signed by the clerks, the 
judges, and inspector; one of said certificates 
with the poll list and tally list to which it is 
attached, shall be retained by the inspector 
and preserved by him at least six months. 
The ballots shall be preserved by the judges 
or chairman. The other of the certificates, 
with the poll list and tally paper to which it is 
attached, shall be sealed up by the inspector, 
and endorsed “ election returns,” and be di- 
rected and delivered, or sent by the chairman 
to the county recorder of the county in which 
the eléction is held. 

The said package shall be delivered 
to the county recorder by one of the judges 
or clerks of election in person, or may besent 
by private hand, or by mail.

LAND AND SURVEYING DISTRICT. 


Following is the act refered to by Delegate 
Goodwin in his letter published’ May 4th, 
and under which Arizona is made a Land 
District, and attached to the Surveying Dis- 
trict of California, instead of that of New 
Mexico, as hitherto: 


An Act to create the office of Surveyor General 
in the Territories of Utah and Montana, and to 
establish a land Office In the Territories of Utah, 
Montana and Arizona. 

Be it enacted, eto. That the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, shall 
be, and is hereby authorized to appoint a Survey- 
or General for Montana, whose annual salary 
shall be three thousand dollars, and whose power, 
authority and duties shall be the same as provided 
by law for the Surveyor General of Oregon. He 
shall have proper allowances for clerk hire, office 
rent and fuel, that is not allowed by law to the 
Surveyor General of Oregon. Sec, 2. That the 
public lands within the Territories of Montana, 
Utah and Arizona, to which the Indian title is or 
Shall be extinguished, shall each respectively con- 
stitute a new land district to be called the Monta 
na District, the Utah District, and the Arizona 
District, respectively, and the President is hereby 
authorized to appoint, by, and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, a Register and Receiver of 
paris moneys for etch of said districts respect- 

vely, who shall be required to reside at the places 
at which suid officea shall be located, and they 
shall have the same powers, perform the same du- 
ties, and be entitled to the same compensation as 
are, or may be prescribed by law in relation to 
land offices of the United States in other Territo-

ries. Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Interior 
is hereby authorized to locate offices of Surveyor 
General and Registers and Receivers of public 
moneys. Sec. 4. That the Territory of Arizona 
is hereby attached to the surveying district of 
Galifortiia, Approved March 2, 1867. 


We presume the Land officers will soon be 
here, and that Gen. Upson, the surveyor 
general of California, will begin his surveys 
at an early day. The report that the sur- 
veys were interrupted by Indian hostilities 
is not exactly correct. The surveyors were 
afraid of molestation and when, for the time, 
the commanding officer at McDowell could 
not furnish them an escort, they made no 
appeal either to the General commanding the 
District or to the Governor, but threw up 
their job at once. Rumor says they found 
the pay too low for profit, and this probably 
had more to do with their withdrawal than 
, the Indians. We trust Gen. Upson will not 
be alarmed by these Indian stories. There 
are many points where no protection is need- 
ed and where it is, we opine it can be had 
by taking the proper steps. 


THE QUARTZ MILLS. 

Mr. Morgan has completed the furnaces at 
the Big Bug Mill. Mr. St. James has hauled 
wood and ore, and Mr. Borger expects to re- 
new operations on Monday next. Among 
those engaged at the mill are Mr. A. Gage 
Mr. Joe Walker. Mr. Berry, formerly of the 
California voluteers, has a restaurant there, 
and Jose Moreno keeps a store. 

At Turkey Creek 24 men are employed, 
chietly in running tunnels on the Bully 
Bueno and Yahoo lodes. On the former the 
tunnels are respectively 75 and 175 feet in 
length; the former will at twice its present. 
length strike the Jode at the depth of 300 
feet. The tunnel on the Yahoo is now 75 
feet in length and will be extended to 150 
feet. The lodes appear large and the ore of 
the Bully Bueno is evidently turning to sil- 
ver. Upon the return of Major Coffin, who 
is expected in a few days, more active opera- 
tiens will be begun at Turkey Creek and the 
mill will probably be running at an early 
date. At the Sterling mine Mr. Reed, with 
his assuciates Messrs. Coulter and Tyson, has 

the furnaces well advanced and will soon 
commence work. The lode shows an increased 
quantity of sulphurets and every thing seems 
promising. 

The Umpqua mill, with the additional ma- 
chinery lately brought in by Mr. Noyes, will 
be re-started in a week or two. 

The Vulture mill is working very success- 
fully.

was brought in, and toek his seat next to the 
prisoner's box, with General Bartos and the 
United States Marshall. General Rurton's 
return to the writ of habeas corpus was read. 
Judge Underwood complimented General 
Burton upon obeying the laws, and relieved 
him of the custody of Davis, when the Mar- 
shall immediately served on him s` bench 
warrant to answer to the Norfolk indictment. 
His counsel, O’Conor, spoke of his long im- 
prisonment and feeble health, and asked that 
he be bailed. No opposition was made on 
the part of the prosecution, and his bail was 
fixed at $100,000. The Judge announced 
his readiness to accept bail, stating at the 
same time that the responsibilty and delay 
in bringing the case into Court rested upon 
the Government, and not upon the District 
Attorney. He alsosaid that half the amount 
of bail must be given by persons residing in 
Virginia. Sureties then came forward, 
Horace Greely being among the first, follow- 
ed by Mr. Schell, of New York. Mr. Jack- 
man, and a number of gentlemen residing in 
Virginia, offered their names as sureties. 
Davis was congratulated by several, but no 
demonstration or noise of any kind was made. 
After giving bail to appear at the November 
term of the Court, Davis was taken in a 
coach to the Spottswood House.

Gen’) 
James H Carleton, U. S. A., for the able, 
impartial, honest and successful manner in 
which he has administered and conducted the 
military affairs of this Territory during the 
last four years and a half. 

Resolved, That the subjugation and reduc- 
tion to the limits of à reservation, of the 
Navajo Tribe of Indians, (the most powerful 
and warlike enemies of the people of this 
Territory) within the short space of one 
year, is an accomplishment unequaled in the 
annals of Indian warfare, and has been the 
means of restoring to our people their an- 
cient peace and tranquility, and for this suc- 
cess the people of New Mexico will ever re- 
main under obligations to Gen’l Carleton. 

On the 27th of March Bvt. Maj. Gen. 
George Sykes assumed command of the Dis- 
trict of New Mexico, and we believe Gen. 
Carleton after a year’s leave of absence will 
join his old regiment, the 6th cavalry, of 
which he is Major. . 


Averace XfEID or GRaIx.— The Com- 
missioner of the Agricultural Bureau at 
Washington publishes a statement showing 
the average yield per acre, in the States east 
of the Rocky Mountains, of the various 
grains in 1866. The lowest average yield in 
any one State was seven bushels of wheat to 
the acre, and the highest 11,3 per acre. The 
average yield in 35 States was a fraction less 
than 10 bushels per acre. In California the 
average yield was 29 bushels, and in Oregon 
26 bushels. It will be noticed that the av- 
erage yield of wheat in the two Pacific States 
was over 150 per cent greater per acre than 
it was in the States east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 


CoLOnADO ORESs.— It seems from the fol- 
lowing item that the troublesome ores of 
Colorado are to be successfully treated. May 
we not expect the same result here ? 


The t olorado ores, which are such hard 
‘nuts to crack, are to be formally and serious- 
ly attacked this season by the smelting pro- 
cess common in Wales. A large lot of the 
ores, taken out to Wales and there reduced 
made magnificeut returns—so much greater 
than the same ores yielded by any other 
treatment as to convince the parties making 
the experiment, that they had found the de- 
sired mode of reduction, and to induce them 
to put up the necessary capital, bring out 
workmen from Wales, and prepare and set in 
operation early this season in Colorado ex- 
tensive smelting works of the description ex- 
perimented with abroad. Professor Hill, of 
Providence, long a student of Colorado mines 
and ores, Mr Herman, a Welch smelter, and 
some Boston Capitalists, are the parties in 
this enterprise, which is certainly the most 
intelligent and the most promising of any 
that has been undertaken for the extracting 
the fatness from the sulphuretted ores of the 
Rocky Mountains. The movement is likely 
to put a fresh and flattering aspect upon the 
fortunes and future of Colorado, and npon 
investments in her mines.—Springfddd Re- 
publican. ö

Texas CarrLE.—At its recent session the 
Legislature of Colorado passed an act pro- 
hibiting the importation of Texas cattle, 
owing to the existence among these animals 
of a contagidus disease kown as Texas 
fever.” We-hear that some Texas cattle are 
on the way here, and if it is so, (we do not 
vouch for the truth of the report,) care should 
be taken by our ranchmen and butchers to 
see that they are kept from the other cattle 
in the country. 
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A TrayeLED Cow.—Among the cows sto- 
len by the apaches from Mr. G. Banghart, 
at Postle’s ranch, 23 miles north of Prescott, 
a few weeks since, was one aged I4 years, 
which he raised himself, upon the river 
Thames in Upper Canada. In the spring of 
1857 she was driven to Atchison county Mis- 
souri, In the spring of 1858 she was driven 
over the Beale route, towards California as 
far as Bear spring, west of the San Francisco 
mountain in this Territury, whence the party 
was forced back by Indians, and she was kept 
at Fort Stanton, New Mexico, for two years 
and a half. During this time Mr. Banghart 
lost a hundred head of cattle by Iffdians but 
this cow was never captured. From Fort 
Stanton she was driven in 1861, via the Riv 
| Grande and the Southern route through Ar- 
izona, to Los Angeles county California. She 

was kept there four years, and in the great 
drought of 1863 was one of four cattle which 
survived out of 48 head owned by Mr. Bang- 
hart. She went blind but fully recovered 
her sight. In 1866 she was driven here over 
the Mohave road and has since been at Pos- 
tle's ranch. During the whole of her event- 
ful life and travels, she has given from 10 to 
; 20 quarts of milk a day, and annually produced 
a fine calf. 

The loss of so faithful and valuable an am- 
mal and one so identified with the movements 
of his family, is keenly regretted by Mr. 
Banghart, and he assured those who went in 
pursuit, that, if she could be recovered, he 
would willingly lose the remainder of his 
stock.

Faurr Trers.—We are glad to observe 
that the enterpising and deserving individu- 
als who lately brought a supply of fruit trees, 
to Prescott have found sale for them, and that 
most of our gardeners and ranchmen have 
planted some. We believe the climate favor- 
able at least to the hardier fruits, such as 
apples and pears. In this connection we 
publish the following importaut rules to tree 
planters, given by John J. Thomas, which if 
heeded, would save thousands of trees from 
destruction, and make many people richer 
and happier : 

1. If the roots of a tree are frozen out of 
the ground, and thawed again in contact 
with air, the tree is killed. Å 

2. If the frozen roots are well buried, fill- 
ing all cavities before thawing at all, the tree 
is uninjured. 

3. Manure should never be placed in con- 
tact with the roots of a tree in setting it 
out, but old finely pulverized earth compost 
answers well. 

4. Trees should always be set about as 
deep as they stood before digging up. 

5, A small or moderate sized tree at the 
time of transplanting, will usually be a larger 
bearing tree sooner than a larger tree set 
out at the same time, and which is checked 
necessarily ir growtn by removal.

It will not be necessary to disguise the 
movements of troops, except when in the 
possession of positive information as to the 
locality of Indian bands or camps, which it 
is designed to break up and destroy. 

The troops being kept constantly on the 
move will be much more liable to fall in with 
roving and thieving bands of Indians, and 
prevent their interference with the industrial 
interests of the country, than by remaining at 
Post, until depredations have been commit- 
ted, and they will then acquire an intimate 
knowledge of the country, and the routes 
traveled by the Indians; which knowledge 
will be of great advantage in all future op- 
erations. À 

The constant movemeat of the troops will 
have a tendency to intimidate the Indians, 
even if the scouting parties should fail to 
meet them, and will afford much protection 
to the inhabitants, enabling them to give 
their undivided attention to the develop-

THE PAY OF ARMY OFFICERS. 

A paragraph that originally appeared in 
the New York Tribune, and which is exten- 
sively copied in the newspapers throughout 
the country, relative to the present pay of 
officers of the army, gives a very ex 
ted statement of the amount of salary re- 
ceived by them. For the purpose of correct. 
ing this error the following statement of the 
pay belonging to each grade has been care. 
fully prepared, and represents the amount 
r annum received in each grade after de- 
ducting the income taz :

This includes the additional pay voted by 
the 39th Congress, which lasts for two years 
from July 1, 1866. 

For every five years’ service as an officer 
in any grade an addition of 8109.50 per. 
num is made. Officers who are not on dut 
with troops, or who are not furnishéd ‘with 
quarters in kind, receive in lieu of them 3 
certain sum per month, which varies in differ- 
ent localities. The amount is based upon 
the rate of rent and the price of fuel. 

About one-seventh of the officers of the 
army, by the nature of their duties, receive 
the latter allowance ; and in a large majority 
of cares it is fonnd to be not equivalent to 
the quarters and fuel furn.shed be Govern- 
ment.— Washiagtor Iniedligencer.

„GENERAL GREGG'S POLICY.” 


We r an editorial in the Alla Cali- 
fornia of May 25th, that “the course which 
Gen! Gregg had adopted against the Apaches 
in Mee bas been, or is about to be, chang- 
Ade bne of greater mercy, by the order of 
bis superior officer.” We also hear unoffi- 
dally, thst Gen. McDowell has disapproved 
the orders of Gen. Gregg declaring all Indi-

ejtik more correctly, that he has directed 
that the orders shall be so modified as to as- 
sient Chat.the Indians west of us mean peace, 
detected in open hostility as tribes. 
We-simeerely kope that this is not the case 
and that the officer who has secomplished 
mie bere, within the same time, than any of 
bis predecessors, whose policy .indicates a 
‘clear: comprehension of the Indian question, 
a pion. * emphaticsily the tight man in the 
tight placé, is not to be hindered or weak- 
esed tu mie well imugura ted movements. 
As we undetstand Gen. Gregg’s policy, from. 
conversations with that officcr, it is not one 
of extermination, but of unintermitting pur- 
wit of the Indians, believed to be hostile, 
until they are literaliy forced to sue for peace, 
aud to accept such terms as may be offered 
ties, The original orders of Gen. McDow- 
el} ús published in the Miner, certainly sug: 
géeted the most active and harrassing move- 
ments upon the savages, and the good effects 
of General Gregg energetic and constant 
oceupntion of the field have already been 
made apparent, and are highly satisfactory 
to thé people. 


‘One of the orders, of the Department com- 
mander, if we remember, was to keep the La 
Paz ud Mohave roads open, and if Gen. Gregg 
was of the opinion, as we have long been, that 
most of the depredations upon those roads 
were committed by Indians from the Colorado, 
or those in the habit of taking refuge there, he 
could not do less than consider them hostile, 
and threaten them with punishment if caught 
away from the river. He could not hold in- 
dividuals responsible, but must look to the 
tribes. This is the only way, dnd if a tribe 
has no intention to shield its culprits, it will 
surrender them, but we do not hear of an in- 
stance in which this has been done. It is no- 
torious that all the tribes to the west of us, 
pronounced hostile by Gen. Gregg, are so in 
the fall meaning of the term, and were so 
when he reached Lere. He has not, that we 
can discover, and ours is certainly as good a 
stand point as San Francisco, made war upon 
any friendly’ tribes, nor waged war with 
undue severity. Mercy is wasted upon a sav- 
age, and half way measures are of no avail. 
The most sere steps must ever prove the 
mest effective, and if Gen. Gregg could have 
his whole regiment here, instead of three com- 
panies, end be permitted-to pursue the policy 
he has laid out, for say two years, we are 
‘confident he would rid the country of the in- 
fernal red skins, and save the government all 
expense in the future. His trouble is in hav- 
ing to protect a district as large as the State 
of New York, and to fight great numbers of 
Indians with a mere handful of men. While 
he is giving pursuit in one direction the sav- 
ages are active in another. We were inno- 
cent enough to suppose that the brilliant 
fights at Black mountains, and the unusual 
energy of the small command of the Gener- 
al, would be received at Department head | 
quarters with great favor, but if the Alta re- 
port is true, the contrary is the case; instead | 
ef encouragement he has met discouragement 
if not positive disapproval. We fear some 
one totally ignorant of our Indian troubles 
or interested more for himself than for the 
Territory, has been telling stories at head 
quarters, and exciting unduc sympathy for 
tribes against whom Gen. Gregg has been so 
succesfully operating. The part taken by 
these tribes in all the recent disturbances. 
wpon the Mohave road, and particularly at 
Williams Fork and in the Beale Spring fight, 
ought to prove conclusively that they are 
active, determined and uni- ed in their bos- 
tility. It is absurd to say that they mean 
peace, when they are unceasiyg in their dep- 
redations, and every week adds to the cata- 
Jogue of their robberies and murders. At the 
Besle Spring fight some two hundred were 
Present, and on his scout to Peacock Spring, 
Lieut. Stephane was attacked by an equal- 
Ty lange number. It is useless to talk of at- 
teaching the Apache country east of this, 
while the roads to the. Colorado are unsafe, 
and the depredations are mainly committed 
by the tribes whom General Gregg has so 
wisely attacked. They are those with which 
we have first to do, and the only security for 
the people is in holding to a rigid account 
every member of those tribes away from the 
river. It may be alleged that the govern- 
meant has not yet completed its reservation 
arrangements, but this is no reason why the 
savages should roam in this part of the Ter- 
ritery. The lands on the river are free to 
them, aad if they so desire, they can sustain 
themselves there without difficulty. It is a 
pretty sure sign when they leave the river, 
with er without passes that it is to hunt no 
smaller game than mules, horses, trains and 
white citizens. Of course, ìf stock is readily 
given up to them they will not, in all cases, 
demand human dife, but they are cver pre- 
pared to take it if necessary to the success of 
their plundering schemes. 
Generel Gregg is on the right track, and 
all thé people know it, and appreciate his 
course. He who represents to the contrary

INDIANS AND MILITARY. 


The mail contractots recently established 
a station at Beale ‘Spring, on the Mohave 
road, about 30 miles East of the Colorado. 
Four soldiers were placed there. In the last 
week in May the Indians came in numbers 
and secured the mail stock which was on 
herd near by. One the 31st of May a band of 
from 100 to 200, with thirty guns, laid siege 
to the station and but for the brave resist- 
ence of the four soldiers, aided by fonr citi 
zens who happened to be there, they must 
have had every thing theirown way. In the 
night the mail rider from Mohave for Pres- 
cott arrived at the spring and the Indians 
made a rush after him. IIe had to abandon 
the pack mule with the mail but the animal 
was so wild that the Indians could not get 
it and two men hurried out and succeeded in 
driving it in; thus saving the mail for which 
they merit the public gratitude. John W. 
Tigret a freighter from El Monte Cal., who 
was qn his return from Prescott, and whose 
animals the Indians secured, was mortally 
wounded and died threc days after. He was 
burried at Hardy ville.

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WHAT SHOULD BE DONE. , 


We are glad to know that the rumors of 
the removal of Gen. Gregg, which have been 
in circulation tere since our last issue, are 
Without foundation, and that the Alta Cali- 
Jornia report, upon which they were based, 
was written through a supposition that Ma- 
jor Price, who has taken command at Mo- 
have, was to supercede Gen. Gregg. We 
are also pleased to see by the orders compli- 
menting Capt. Williams, that Gen. McDow- 
ell understands the importance of the fights 

~made by that energetic officer. Again we 
are gratified to be able to believe that in the 
modification of the orders of Gen. Gregg, 
concerning certain Indian tribes, Gen. Mc- 
Dowell has not stopped the war upon 
those Indians west of here known to be hos- 
tile. We approved Gen Gregg’s orders be- 
lieving the system of passes to be an errone- 
ous one, and thinking it safe to consider all 


Among some Apache prisoners lately cap- 
tured by Col. Ilgis in the Massassal moun- 
tains, and taken to Fort McDowell, was a 
squaw who, through an interpreter, gave the 
following particulars concerning the murder 
of George W. Leihy, Superintendent of Indi- 
an affairs for this Territory, at Bell’s Canon, 
November 18th, 1866. From the circum- 
stantial and connected way in which they 
are told, they are believed by the officers at. 
Fort McDowell to be entirely correct. 

A band of apaches from the Sierra Ancho 
mountains, (probably Tontos) had been vis- 
iting the Colorado river Indians, and- were 
on their return with passes given them upon 
the river. Upon reaching Bell's Canon they 
proposed coming to Fort Whipple for rations, 
thinking the passes would protect them and 
also procure the supplies they were in need 
of. While in consultation upon the subject 
an Indian in their company, who had spent 
much time upon the Colorado, saw Mr. Leihy 
and his clerk, Mr. Everts, approaching by the 
road and announced to the band who they 
were. It was then concluded to kill Mr. 
Leiby, the great chief of the whites, as they 
thought him to be, would alarm the whole 
white population and soon restore the coun- 
try to the peaceable possession of the Indi- 
ans. Acting at once upon this idea, they 
brutally murdered the Superintendent and 
Mr. Everts, and to make the work more 
shocking to the whites, the bodies were mu- 
tilated in the terrible manner described in 
the Mixer account of the outrage. 


The Indian, taken in the famous Skull val- 
ley fight, (August 13, 1866) for whom Mr. 
Leihy, in his mistaken kindness, had obtain- 
ed a release from Fort Whipple, and whom 
he was taking to La Paz, is reported by the 
squaw to have heen an Apache Mohave, and 
to have been killed in the attack. She does 
not state, however, whether it was intended 
to kill him. The other Indian, a Mohave,

We still think 
Gen. Gregg was right, and that General 
McDowell in objecting in any way to his or- 
ders has acted upon representations which 
were incorrect and unwarrantable, but so 
plausibly made to him as to prevent supi- 
cion.

interested in the opening of Arizona. He 
believes in the country, which is a great 
point in our favor.

No part of the large depariment 
under his command receives more of his at- 
tention, yet he labors and has labored under 
a great disadvantage. He is too far away to 
clearly comprehend the state of affairs here;

mouth. The terrible dangera of the TAT 
Mr. Adams proves to be scarcely worthy 0 
attention. The swiftest current foun ie 
any of the canons was two miles and a hal 
per hour. Mr. Adams’ chief object is to se- 
cure Gorernment aid in exploring the river 
from Callville to the junction of Grand and 
Green rivers, a distance of 359 miles. He is 
confident that this is equally navigable with 
the rest, and that the entire and magnficent 


stream from the point where the Pacific 
railroad will cross it, 1,000 miles east of San 
Francisco, to the Gulf of California, a dis- 
tance of 1,400 miles, will yet become one of 
the greatest arteries of commerce on the 


continent. 

We find the above item floating through 
the Eastern papers, and we have read the 
letter of Steamboat Adams to Secretary 
Stanton. It contains some grains of truth, 
intermixed with a large amount of chaft and 
bunkum, and it is well calculated to deceive. 
Mr. Adama talxs fluently of the great canon 
and of the nature of the river from its 
source, giving the impression that he has ex- 
plored much of it, when the truth is he has 
never been beyond the mouth of the Virgin 
river, about 26 miles north of Cailville. We 
account an exploration of the upper Colorado 
highly desirable, and the Governor and Dele- 
gate long since urged it upon the govern- 
ment, but if such an exploration is to be 
made, we sincerely hope it will not be under 
the control of Adams, but in the hands of 
men of practical sense, veracity and stand- 
ing, upon whose reports entire reliance can 
be placed.
